Formaldehyde and sodium salisy- 
late are the two best fly poisons. 
Both are superior to arsenic. They 
are not'a poison to children, they 
are convenient to handle, their dilu- 
tions are simple and they attract 
flies. The following is the correct 
strength for the use of formalin: 
Three teaspoonfuls of formalin so- 
lution to one pint Of water or three 
teaspoonfuls of salicylate of sodw 
to a pint of water. It may be used 
as follows: An ordinary thin water- 
glass ig filled or partially filled with 
either solution; a saucer or small 
plate, in which is placed a piece o: 
white blotting paper cut the size 
of the dish, is put bottom up over 
the glass, the whole is quickly in- 
verted, a match is placed under the 
edge’ of the glass, and the container 
is ready for use. As the solution 
dries out of the saucer, the liquid 
seal at the edge of the glass is 
broken and more liquid flows into 
the lower receptacle; thus the paper 
is always kept moist. 

Here are some simple preventa- 
tives: any odor pleasing to man is 
offensive to the fly, and vice versa, 
and will drive them away altogether. 
Take ten cents oil lavender, mix 
with the same quantity of water 
put in an atomizer and spray about 
the room where flies are; the odo 
is very disagreeable to flies, but 
refreshing to most people. Geran- 
ium, mignonette, heliotrope and 
white clever are offensive to flies, 
also especially the odor of honey- 
suckle and hop blossoms. 

Mix together one tablespoon of 
cream, one of ground black pepper 
and one of brown sugar; put in a 
saucer, darken the room except one 


window, and in that set the sau- 
cer. 
To clear the house or room of 


flies burn buhach powder. This 
stupifies the flies but they must be 
swept up and burned.
